FFgPAI TEAM TRAINING REPORT 



A« General 

1, On 3 May 1954 "tiie Athens Training Section commenced vlth the training 
of OBOPUS IPJDAY Team at OBATLAldS. Bbla group vas transferred successfully 
from the Athens minland to OBATLAIITIS under “black" conditions dtirlng the 
nlgbt of 30 April 1954. In accordance with the training requirements as 
established in the operatioxial plan for this groiqi, a training sehedole cover- 
ing a period of three weeks was put into effect on the above mentioned date* 

FRIDAY team had the distinction of being the first grotq> of trainees to be 
trained at OBASDANTIS since the cosQ>letlon of that instaj.latlon as a training 
site* During the entire course of training no major problems or handlers were 
encountered. All FRIDAY team members appeared to adapt themselves qiilckly to 
their new environment*

2* Since the cosmos Ition of fHIDAI team contained two members (RHDOLLAB 
and AIRSIED) \dio possessed operational experience. It vas decided in accordance 
with m U desires to wph&aize the most important phase of their 
training, namely} the organization axxi structure of an intelligence network 
and the various sheets of clandestine activities* AIKKAVE, the third member 
of this team was trained to be mounted on a mission for the first time* Accord- 
ing to RNDQLLAR's wishes this man was to accompany the team as a guide and 
riflosum* in view of this and with CI_ Ilii epproval, AIKKAVE received 
training In weiqpons, security, first aid and defense measures* Because of the
